This play, en Kennedy 
and Gregory toff, at the Gaiety 
Theatre. is a curious mixture of 
simplicity and. sophistication, but 
if one is able to accept all the 
implausibilities with which it starts, 
it can yield a pretty fair return 
of the stuff that is called “ pure 
theatre.”
